@fow will the Canadian Tarif suit 
our industry ? 


Our industry is of several kinds, viz : 
‘Hunting aud fishing, shipping, trading, 
mining, farming, and manufactaring. 
‘These are the important branches of i- 
daitry ‘that employ nearly our entire 
popalation. Now the ptospect or the 
ebsnce of the extension of the Dominion 
tariff te this Colony, naterally gives rise 
to the jngairy a3 to how & will affect our 
industry. There is nothing in the tariff 
eo fer as we can see at present that is 
likely 10 produce any appreciable change 
in the value of the labor of those engaged 
in hunting, shipping, fishing, or miniog. 
Whetever change, those engaged in these 
_industries may-experience, it- will rather 
be in thedirection of a gain than a loss. 
With to trade, the retail dealer 
is bk Benefit rather than lose ; for 
_ lower daties on many articles, or the en- 
trance of Cenedian goods duty free, will 
allow a margin for a time for higher prof- 


its. The importing business may exper- 
but it is not clear 


without some one having cause to com- 
plain of the alteration, Where the im- 

ing cless will be most affected will 

in the change of trade connections. 
Our importers will be compelled to do 
business with Toronto and Montreal tc a 
considerable extent, owing to the admis. 
sion of Canadian merctiandize doty free. 
We cannot however see how any loss is 
likely to be sustaiged by the importer ; 
except so far asdaty paid goods are con- 
cerned, or some class of Knglisb or for- 
eign sin boud that is likely to be 
brought into competition with Canadian 
merchandize. ‘To what extent our mer- 
chants may be affected by the Dominion 
Tariff through having goods duty peid 
or in boad on-band we are not prepered 
exactly to say ; bat with tbe con'rol of 
the trade of the country in their hands, 
and baying only to meet demand, it dues 
eoem that generally they will not sustain 
any severe loss, There may be special 
instances of Joss, bat they will be few,at the 
most. When we turn to our mavafact- 
ariog industry, we most say that the 
Dominion Tariff gives all engaged in 
toaking boots, clothes, harness, machin- 
ery, waggons, beer, cunfeetionery, biecuit, 
brushes, cabinet-ware, sails, leather, 
malt, marble-work, mowing machines, 
&e., @ fair degree of protection. Tue 
Guties on these srticles are as fillows ; 
Ales and beer, 10 per cent. ad val., and 
& ecente per gallons; biscui:, 15 per 
ceat. ; brushes, 15 per cent, ; confectivn- 
ery, 1 cent per Ib, and 25 per cent. ad 
valorem ; wagons and carriages, 15 per 
cént. ; soap, 1 cent per lb.; cabinet—ware. 
15 per cent. ; harness and sudJlery, 15 
pet cent, ; leather, 10 per cent. ; lamber, 
common pine, 15 per cent. ; malt, 40 cts, 
per bushel ; cut marble, 15 per cent. ; 
wowing end reaping machines, 15 per 
cent. ; sails. ready-made, 15 per cent. ; 
machinery, 15 per cent. ; clothes, 15 per 
cent ; boots and shoes, 15 per cent. ; 
aod candles, 15 per cent. On the whole 
there. is oot much that our manufactarers 
ean complain against. Some articles are 
too low, soap and leather for instance— 
but to bit what will suit everybody is 
what can scarcely be expected. The ex- 
tension of the Dominion Tariff here will 
bring with it the right to enter Canadian 
manufactures doty free. Still very tew 
articles among those we have enumera’ed 
are likely to be affected by free-trade in 
the Deminion 


. Boots atd clothing are the | * 


principal articles in which competition 
mey be felt. We can see no strong 
ground to object to the tariff in the iu- 
terest of manofacturers. The class 
, w the Canadian Tariff in its present 
is likely to affect most is the far- 
mer—the very elnxes above all others 
that it is the common interest to encour- 
age for atime till they can complete 
euccessfuily in oor own market with 
foreign produce. That point will be 
geached when our farmers can sell their 
prodace ss chesply here as similsr pro. 
ducts can be purchased in Oregon or 
California, When that end is attained, 
the farmer can have no ground te com- 
plain.about wantof protection. Protec- 
tion to that @xtent, being the object of 
the farmer and afl others interested ia 
our ity, we must say that the 
Dominion Tariff is pot well adapted to 
attain such an end. With our present 
tariff, with the exception possibly of 
flour, there have been no complaints 
from the farmers. Oa the Lower Fraser 
and the East Coast of the Island, the 
farmers have generally parchased their 
flour, as they coald turn their capital to 
better account by growing stock or in- 
westing it in something else. . The Cana- 
dian “tariff of 25 ceuts per barrel is, 
therefore, not likely to be so objection— 
able as some other rates in the tariff 
For instance, the duty on batter onder 
the Canadien tariff is 4 cents per Ib 
Our own rate is 10 cents per lb.—a 
diference of @ cente—-and would be 
equal to a reduction of 6 cents in the 
©6f batter. In 1868, there were 

Ibs. of batter imported, at a cost 

of $43,000 ; in 1969, 85,000 Ibs., valued 


— 


at $81,538 ; in the first quarter of 1870, 
oon "ibs. valeed at $9,650. Of the 
second quarter of this year we have no 
retarns, 1¢ will be seen, however, that 
there is a gradaal reduction in the quen= 
tity imported. Bat still, till enoagh 
butter can be made at home to sapply 
the demand the year through, the foreign 
article will be imported. Oregon and 
California, under the Dominion tariff, 
would send us butter at such a price as 
would redace the farmers’ selling price 
6 cents.. ‘Here, then, is one of the prin- 
cipal objections to the teriff from a far- 
mer’s poiut of view. It ie true that all 
farmers don’t make buiter, bat all have 
a common interest in seeing it protected 
The Canadian tariff on cheese is 3 cents 
per Ib. No serious objection is likely to 
be made on this aceount, for the reason 
that very few farmers are engaged in 
msking cheese. On stock, the new 
Canadian tariff is much lower than that 
of 1869, and ig better adapted to oor 
wants. The daty on horned eattle fe 10 
per cent ad valorem. An oa worth $50 
at Olympia would pay $5 duty ; cows 
at $30 would pay $3 per bead ; and 
sheep at $2 would pay 20 conts per 
head. We will soon supply our own 
market with onr own stak—so tle 
Canadian tariff will in this respect be no 
objection. Hops are protected by @ 
duty uf 5 cente Under the old Cana— 
dian tariff they were free. Our duty is 
10 cents per tb. Hay is 10 percent, or 
say $1 50 per ton, Eggs are free, 
Poultry. will pay 15 per cent, All -hinds 
of grain pay ouly 3 cents a bushel ander 


the new tariff of 1870. This would N 


muke about 6 ceats daty on wheat, pos- 
sibly 8 cents on barley, and 9 cents on 
oats, per 100 Ibs. Our daty is 80 cents 
on oats and barley, and 35 cent on 
wheat, per 100 lbs. The Oregon and 
California wheuat:grower would conse- 
quently gain.fully or nearly a quarter of 
a cent a pound on wheat, oate aad bar- 
ley in competition with our farmers ; 
and the latter would lose that amount 
by the abolition of our present tariff, It 
will readily be seen from this, that 
butter-m:kers and grain-growers are the 
class cf farmers most likely to suffer by 
Confederation,
